Anyone who has gone to Buddy Club and really tried to let himself 
go with these not-so-privileged will tell you that it's a thoroughly 
exhausting—and thoroughly rewarding—experience. There's always 
something to do: play cards, drink pop and eat popcorn, play games, 
or the most popular entertainment—dancing. Sometimes there's even 
live music and Gretchen, Janet, and Bonnie are als picnics and hayrides 
for the children in the fall and spring of each year. Responsible for this 
year's many activities are: President—Pat Kane, Vice-President— 
Mary Freund, Secretary-Treasurer—Dave Fischer, and Activities 
Chairman—Mary Jo Lillis. 








On Sunday afternoons while most Duhawks are watching the Pro 
Football Game of the Week or recovering from Saturday night's bash, 
St. Vincent De Paul members are entertaining and selflessly giving 
themselves to Dubuque's old folks. SVDP's active membership is over 
50 this year.

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The "Voice of Loras College," radio station KLOR moved 
into its seventh year of broadcasting with new heights in 
broadcast professionalism as well as technical difficulties. 

The station's music policy moved into the world of hard or 
"heavy" rock, and put less emphasis on strict with the stand¬ 
ardization of news formats, and the assignment of a steady 
anchor man for the 10:00 p.m. newscast. 

KLOR was, however, beset by more than its share of dif¬ 
ficulties during the school year. Most of the problems centered 
on the vintage master control console in the main studio 
which, after three damaging fires, was finally declared a total 
loss. 

Forced to broadcast on a reduced schedule from the produc¬ 
tion studio, KLOR was still able to serve the students of Loras, 
Clarke, and Mercy School of Nursing. The station was unable 
to carry further remote sports broadcasts and other features. 
However, basic programming did continue for the remainder 
of the year. 

KLOR President Robert Beno received a loan from the Stu¬ 
dent Senate for the purchase of a new board, but because this 
did not cover the entire amount necessary he was forced to 
turn to the student body for additional funds. 

Yet despite all of the difficulties, KLOR continues to expand 
both its facilities and capabilities and remains as the voice of 
Loras College.

The trip to the South, which began at 7:00 a.m. January 1st and lasted until 7:00 p.m. 
January 7th, gave the Duhawks a chance to see some of the more historical cities and towns, 
forts and battlegrounds, cemeteries and national monuments in the country as well as the 
opportunity to visit shrimp boats and walk along the shores of the Atlantic. 

However, the trip was by no means just a sight seeing tour. While they were in the South, 
Loras played three of the finest teams in N.A.I.A. District No. 25 which covers the states 
of Georgia and Florida. 

In Savannah they dropped a hard fought 78—74 decision to an aggressive Armstrong 
State team, who at that time had their eyes on a tournament berth in March. 

Their game in Americus against an outstanding Georgia Southwestern team marked the 
high point of their play on the three game tour. Thanks to their driving offensive play and 
tenacious defense they defeated Georgia Southwestern 71—62. As a side light it should be 
noted that on January 2nd, the night the Duhawks played Armstrong State in Savannah, 
Georgia Southwestern traveled to Augusta and defeated Augusta College, the top ranked 
team among the 27 teams in District 25. 

This same Augusta College team furnished the opposition for the Duhawks' third game. 
After jumping to an early lead, thanks to their superior out-shooting, the Duhawks trailed 
Augusta 28—27 at the half. In the second half the home team proved to be just too much 
for the Dubuque "Five" as they posted a 71—56 victory. 

Following the game in Augusta, the Duhawks packed for the last time and got ready to 
depart at 11:15 a.m. the next morning.

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Dickens 

Exhibition 


In the year marking the centenary of the death of 
Charles Dickens, Wahlert Memorial Library held an ex¬ 
hibition of its collection of first editions of some of his 
works and other memorabilia. This great Victorian nov¬ 
elist who, unlike his contemporaries, serialized his works 
in separate installments or in magazines, enjoyed a re¬ 
markable rapport with his reading public. Many times he 
received communications from his readers regarding 
their likes, dislikes, and proposals for ending his tales. 
Though primarily considered a novelist, Dickens also 
delved into the fields of the reporter, editor, and play¬ 
wright. His journalistic and dramatic endeavors also re¬ 
ceived due representation at the library's exhibition. Mr. 
Klein, Librarian, stated that, "If our Dickens exhibition 
is successful we plan to hold other exhibitions of materi¬ 
als from the rare book room." Judging from public re¬ 
sponse, I believe Mr. Klein's hopes were realized. 


Bideums 
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Medieval 

Manuscripts 


On February 14, Wahlert Memorial Library held a sec¬ 
ond exhibition of its rare books—this time showing its 
collection of medieval manuscripts of the Middle Ages. 
With many of the manuscripts dating back to the 12th 
century, the popular use of paper was not to begin for many 
years. Thus scribes, who copied the manuscripts by hand, 
utilized a material known as parchment upon which they 
could write. This parchment, which was made from spe¬ 
cially prepared animal skins, became the normal writing 
material for all manuscripts from the 5th century to the 
15th. Using either a reed pen or a quill pen, scribes also 
concocted their own inks from such materials as the sac of 
the squid, iron pyrites, oak bark, soot, lampblack, burnt 
ivory, or pulverized coal. Gold and silver were also used for 
writing either whole manuscripts or for adorning the initial 
letters of books.

Faculty 

Senate 

In its first year of operation, the 1970-71 Faculty Senate as¬ 
sumed a position of significance as the voice of the faculty on the 
Loras campus. 

In September the Board of Regents approved a proposal to es¬ 
tablish a Faculty Senate. Rev. Msgr. Justin A. Driscoll, President 
of Loras, announced the decision of the Regents saying: "This is 
indeed a progressive step for the entire Loras Community. I am 
very pleased that the Board of Regents has approved the proposal 
for a Faculty Senate." 

Professor Frank Noonan was elected chairman of the Faculty 
Senate in early October, defeating Rev. Robert Ferring in a run-off 
election. 

Noonan outlined two goals he termed the "main impetus of the 
Faculty Senate: "to involve the faculty in decisions affecting the 
college community, particularly academic decisions, and to aid the 
faculty members in making ourselves more professional. 

Revision of the Faculty Handbook was the first priority set by 
Chairman Noonan for the 1970-71 Senate. In addition, the Senate 
began work on the report of the Committee on Committees, a 
recommendation for significant changes in the committee struc¬ 
ture of the college. 

During its first months of operation, the Faculty Senate urged 
the Board of Regents to adopt a policy of co-education at Loras, 
played a role in the selection of the college president and for¬ 
mulated a "proposal for a Black Students 7 Program at Loras. 

According to the Preamble to the Constitution of the Faculty of 
Loras College, the Senate is designed to "promote the effectiveness 
of Loras College in its role in higher education as a Catholic liberal 
arts college and provide a means by which the special competence 
of its faculty membership may be utilized more fully in sharing the 
responsibility for formulating, implementing and evaluating the 
academic program for the college." 

The Faculty Senate aids in the determination of guidelines for 
academic matters, including the formation of educational policies, 
the setting up of standards and requirements for degrees and the 
formulation of policies concerning academic freedom. 

In the future, the Faculty Senate may play a role in the forma¬ 
tion of a College Council—a body consisting of administrators, 
faculty and students, which would determine college policies. 

The following faculty senators were elected to represent their 
divisions in the 1970-71 Senate: Dr. John F. Bamrick, Division of 
Sciences; Dr. Francis Lehner, Division of Language and Literature; 
Dr. Lawrence Moran, Division of Theology and Philosophy; Mr. 
Robert Pommerich, Division of Business and Economics; and Fa¬ 
ther Ferring, Division of Social Sciences. 

Mr. Frank Miller, Rev. James Barta and Dr. Kenneth Kraus were 
elected at large. 

The approval of the Faculty Constitution by the Board of Re¬ 
gents culminated four years of work begun in 1966 by a committee 
headed by Rev. John Friedell. 

With the formation of the Faculty Senate, Loras joined about 70 
per cent of the U.S. colleges which have similar faculty representa¬ 
tive bodies.

Summer 1970 brought good news as well as warm, southerly 
breezes to the Loras College campus. The Loras Graduate Program 
In Teacher Education, under the very able guidance of its director. 
Father Neil Tobin, received full approval from the Iowa Depart¬ 
ment of Public Instruction. Now students enrolled in the Loras 
Graduate Division are eligible for certification which will permit 
them to function as elementary and secondary school principals, 
elementary school supervisors, and secondary guidance counse¬ 
lors. In the wake of the announcement, Father Tobin expressed his 
thoughts concerning this culmination of many years of prepara¬ 
tory work on the Graduate Division of Loras College in this fash¬ 
ion— 

"Naturally we are very pleased that our program has received 
this recognition since we are proud of the curricula which allow 
a candidate to specialize in either Elementary or Secondary Educa¬ 
tion or to receive a graduate degree in Counseling and Guidance. 

We have worked very hard to make it possible for a candidate 
to receive a Master of Arts in Education in three different speciali¬ 
zations and we feel that our Education Department has made real 
strides in recent years. 

The specialization in the graduate faculty in the Department of 
Education can be seen in the fact that 11 of the 15 members hold 
Doctorates." 

On the heels of good news came even better news. Based on the 
findings of a team from the North Central Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools, who visited the Loras College campus last 
spring, the Graduate Division received full accreditation to grant 
a Master of Arts Degree in Education, English, History, and Latin. 
Further, the undergraduate program received a continuation of 
accreditation. 

To be sure, accreditation by the North Central Association 
comes as very welcome news for all connected with Loras College. 
Not only does accreditation insure the continuation of the Loras 
undergraduate program but also improves prospects for increasing 
enrollment through promotion of the improved graduate division. 







MERGER 


Faced with a decreasing enrollment and higher costs, the Loras community entered 1971 
seriously considering proposals for coeducation and inter-institutional merger. 

A committee appointed by the Board of Regents to study the possibility of merger with 
Clarke College concluded in February that a bi-college merger was not presently feasible. 

The members of the committee—two Regents; Mr. Cyril Frommelt and Mr. Jack Crahan; 
two administrators: Mr. George Freund and Mr. C. T. O'Dowd; and two faculty members: 
Rev. Warren Nye and Mr. John Dorweiler—met with representatives of Clarke College to 
discuss further "academic" merger. 

The Merger Committee reported to the Regents that Dr. Robert Giroux, President of 
Clarke, rejected the bi-college merger proposal, suggesting instead increased tri-college 
cooperation. Giroux maintained that increased tri-college cooperation could culminate in 
the establishment of a federated university. 

Patterned after Oxford University in England, the federated institution would feature 
three independent, under-graduate colleges and a single university. 

While the federated university concept was under study, the Regents considered recom¬ 
mendations on coeducation from many segments of the Loras community. 

In May, 1970, the Educational Policies Committee endorsed a resolution urging the 
Regents to adopt a policy of coeducation for Loras. 

In February, 1971, the Faculty Senate followed the lead of the EPC and urged the Regents 
to “favorably consider beginning the fall semester of 1971 on a fully coeducational basis " 

The faculty resolution recommended “that any necessary study be expedited in order 
that the Admissions Department may begin the recruitment of women students as soon 
as possible." 


Explaining the rationale behind the resolution, the Faculty Senate maintained that “as 
an Archdiocesan college, Loras should recognize the needs of the discese and its responsibil- 
ity to provide "a Catholic education to its daughters as well as its sons " 

Citing the national trend "to convert traditionally all-male schools to coeducational 
institutions," the faculty resolution noted that “many educators feel that a mex of men and 
women on campus is educationally desirable, providing not only a better social life for 
students but also a more stimulating intellectual environment." 

According to the faculty recommendation, coeducation would “assist in reversing the 
enrollment decline of recent years" and “consequently enable Loras to continue providing 
quality education for all its students." B 

A week after the Faculty Senate recommended coeducation, a Student Senate committee 
completed a month-long study of the issue. The committee studied the effect coeducation 
has had on other colleges, extensively polled the Loras student body and considered the 
consequences of coeducation for the Tri-College Cooperative Effort 

In supporting their recommendation, the Student Senate cited the two-fold financial and 
enrollment problem facing the college. Noting that 90 percent of high school graduates 
favor attending a coeducational institution, the Student Senate concluded that coeducation 
would improve student recruitment. 

The Senate also maintained that coeducation would bring about an improvement of the 
academic standards of Loras College and the other Dubuque colleges. By promoting greater 
competition for admission and providing for increased enrollment and a resulting increase 
in faculty, coeducation would benefit the entire Tri-College Cooperative Effort the Stu 
dent Senate said. ' 

The Senate report to the Board of Regents noted that coeducation would help combat 
student apathy. It pointed to the results of the student poll, which indicated that 90 percent 
of the Loras students favor coeducation and that the vase majority of the students felt 
coeducation would have a “very favorable" effect on student morale 

Acting President Burton McQuillan summarized the attitude of the Loras community 
when he told the local news media: “College officials are under mounting pressure to adopt 
a policy of coeducation." F 


COEDUCATION 








NEW CURRICULUM 

A three and a half year curriculum study at Loras College has culminated in the 
adoption by the Board of Regents of a new curriculum which will be effective in the 
fall of 1971. 

The Loras faculty and acting president Burton R. McQuillan have approved the new 
curriculum which is the first complete curriculum change at Loras in nearly fifty years. 
It has been described by students and faculty as the Loras Curriculum for the 70's. 

The new composite curriculum will be required of incoming Freshmen. However, 
Sophomores, Juniors, and Seniors will have the option of completing the traditional 
curriculum on which they started, or the new curriculum. 

In effect, the student will el ect all cou rses e xcept fon rfppn hours of hacirs The degree 
requirem ent is 120 ho urs, a dr op of eight from the previous curriculum. Required courses 
formerly included 72 to 78 hours of general education, in addition to the major field. 

Also, the B.A. and the B.S. degrees will have the same college requirements, with the 
individual department deciding on the basis of departmental concentration which degree 
will be awarded. 

In order to facilitate the operation of the new program, a npw rliviginnal ch-ur t-nro has 
been adopted. Departments have been grouped int o five div isions, each with a divisional 
chairman, for the purpose of integrating courses and avoiding duplication. The divisions 
are: 

Division I HUMANITIES: Art, Classical Languages, English, Modern Foreign Languages, 
Music, and Speech. Division II SOCIAL AND BEHAVIORAL STUDIES: Economics, 
History, Political Science, Psychology, and Sociology. Division III NATURAL SCIENCE: 
Biology, Chemistry, Mathematics, and Physics. Division IV PHILOSOPHY AND 
THEOLOGY: Philosophy and Theology. Division V PRACTICAL STUDIES: Account¬ 
ing, Business Administration, Education, Engineering, and Physical Education. 

The basics program is established as a separate entity of the college with its own 
director, and should provide the training needed for a freshman group of students with 
widely different backgrounds and levels of ability to merge smoothly into the main¬ 
stream of academic life. The central concern of the program is the basics course which 
includes units in composition, speech, logic mathematics, fine arts and physical educa¬ 
tion. 

In order to assure a liberal education, students will select a number of courses which 
have been designated as general education courses because of their liberal content and 
approach. This will include a number of courses in each of the following broad areas of 
knowledge: the humanities, social and behavioral studies, natural science, and philoso¬ 
phy and theology. A student will major in one, minor in another, and have a minimum 
of twelve hours in each of the remaining groups. 

General Education is organized around four "key Concepts" I Man's Literary and 
Cultural Heritage; II Man's Social Relations; III Man's Natural Environment; IV Man's 
Quest for the Ultimates. 

Normally one of these will be explored in depth by the Field of Concentration. Two 
more will be sampled to the extent of at least 12 credits each by the distribution 
requirement. The fourth is dealt with by a device which owes its inspiration party to 
the "Two Cultures" concept of C.P. Snow and for which the name "Balance Minor" has 
been coined. 

Aside from the basics course, all else will be elected by the student himself, since he 
selects both the major and the minor fields. 

The function of the general education courses is to prepare the student for his roles 
as an individual person and a member of society rather than for a specific vocation or 
profession. In this perspective, the divisional structure will include departments as 
indicated. 

The balance minor is a cluster of courses, totalling at least 18 credits in a field 
contrasting with the major. The intent is to counterbalance the inevitable narrowness 
inherent in the completion of the field of concentration. Its purpose is to acquaint the 
student with a methodology and content differing from his area of professional interest, 
and to secure sufficient depth and competence in a field of knowledge quite foreign to 
his area of greatest interest.
